YOOD CARE of your ewes at 

x lambing time can mean a 
lot in keeping lamb losses low. 

Success at lambing time spells 
the difference between profit 
and loss. Farmers who kept 
breeding records have a definite 
advantage. Knowing when each 
ewe is due, an owner is able to 
provide the special care that 





might mean saving another lamb. 

It’s a good idea to cut down 
some on grain and other con- 
centrates just before lambing. 
That reduces the danger of milk 
fever. 


And the ewes should be 
“tagged” two or three weeks 
prior to lambing. This in- 
volves removing any tags of 
long or loose wool from the 
udder of the ewe. 


“Putting the ewe in a claiming 
or lambing pen is a good precau- 
tion,” says Emmit Haynes, sheep 
specialist at Iowa State College

ealth problem.” This disease Is 
known as “undulant fever” when 
contracted by human beings 
Most danger to human beings 
on the farm is at farrowing time 
But packing plant workers and 
veterinarians are more regular- 
ly in contact with the disease. 
Cattlemen in Iowa have made 
faster progress in controlling 
brucellosis than have hog rais- 
ers. “And most of the undulant 
fever cases now originate from 
contagious swine herds,” says 
Spear. 


Undulant fever nearly al- 
ways involves an illness of 
several months, may leave 
health permanently im- 
paired and may be fatal. 


How does a farmer determine 
whether his herd is diseased? 

The best way right now is 
thru a health-certification pro- 
gram operating in Iowa. 

In this test, any animals to be 
used for breeding are given two 
tests to determine their freedom 
from the disease. 

Also, if the herd is to be ac- 
credited, it must pass an annual 
test. It is through this health 
certification program that the 
disease can be eliminated 

How is brucellosis recognized 
without the aid of a_ vet- 
erinarian? 

Owners may become aware of 
brucellosis when sows in the 
herd abort. This is characteris- 
tic of the disease.

Spear points out that the pigs 
born from diseased sows are 
carrying brucellosis organisms 
Farmers assisting sows at far- 
rowing time should wear rubber 
gloves or scrub their hands 
thoroly after contact. 

Protecting the hands when 
handling aborted pigs is especi- 
ally important too. 

Here are some precautions 
Iowa farmers can take to con- 
trol the disease 

1. Test the herd regularly 

2. Buy replacements early 
enough to allow adequate test 
ing before turning in with the 
herd. 

3. Buy herd sires from accre- 
dited herds. 

4. Exercise care in handling 
newborn animals. Disease is 
picked up largely by direct con- 
tact with infected pigs. 

5. Destroy aborted pigs, after- 
birth and bedding by burning 

During 1956, 405 Iowans con- 
tracted “undulant fever.” The 
number of cases is decreasing 
but only a concentrated effort 
on the part cf all hog raisers will 
put an end to the unnecessary 
pig losses and the threat to hu- 
man health.

What kind of damage? 


Nematodes damage plants by 
burrowing into their roots. pierc- 
ing healthy cells with a syringe- 
like beak and sucking out vital 
plant juices. Drained of their 
juices, plants begin to wither 
and production drops off 

Such decreases in yield over 
a period of years started farm- 
ers rotating their crops, on the 
theory that the one crop de- 
pleted the soil, Thorne reported. 

After nematodes have punc- 
tured plant roots, disease or- 
ganisms find easy entry into 
plants. So death of the affected 
plants may be due to a combina- 
tion of infestations. 

Many trees in cornbelt wind- 
breaks have died in the last few 
years. Thorne thinks nematode 
damage made trees susceptible 
to dry weather. 


How do nematodes spread?

These two pests cause severe 
damage or complete loss. Quar- 
antine is necessary to prevent 
sale of crops from the infested 
area. In these cases, complete 
eradication is necessary before 
the farmers can grow host crops 
on infested soil

Higher interest rates have 
entered farm credit picture 


Aas are expected to use 
more credit during 1958 
than last year. And they’ll prob- 
ably have to pay more for it. 
Credit demand among farm- 
ers has steadily increased over 
the years. Cash operating costs 
now take 60-70 percent of gross 
income on the average. A few 
years ago, 50 percent was an 
average figure. 
Most farmers do not maintain 
a cash balance large enough to 
take care of planting and har- 
vesting costs. Nor are many of 
them in a position to pay cash 
for livestock and feed needed. 
So more and more are turning 
to short term loans for produc- 
tion expenses. 


The tight money problem 
has affected lenders differ- 
ently. So it will pay you to 
shop for your short term 
credit this year. 


“Keep two main things in 
mind in looking for credit,” ad- 
vises C. C. Malone, Iowa State 
College economist. 

“One is the extra services of- 
fered by the agency and how it 
fits your credit needs,” continues 
Malone. “The other is whether 
or not they have developed good 
credit relationships in dealing 
with farmers.” 

“We carry a lot of farmers for 
90 days and in late summer 
even longer,” points out Gerald 
Kay, Cass county, Iowa, elevator 
operator. “In fact, we carry 
them until they sell their cattle 
if they’re a good risk.”

However, contracts vary 
widely. 


Mass production is the 
usual thing in integrated 
livestock or poultry produc- 
tion. Units are fully mech- 
anized and use the latest 
feeding and management 
practices. 


Profits may be divided be- 
tween the farmer and the related 
group integrated with him. Or 
the farmer may be guaranteed 
a certain amount per unit of pro- 
duction or gain. Cash payments 
may be received by the farmer 
as wages or rent. This varies

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Farmers Grain Dealers urges 
new feed grain program 


A feed grain base would be substituted 
for present acreage allotments on corn 


MANDATORY CONTROL 
program for all grain farms 
is urged by the Farmers Grain 
Dealers Association of Iowa. The 
opinion was expressed at the 
group’s annual meeting held re- 
cently in Des Moines. 


Fr 


A resolution on farm policy 
States the organization's opinion 
“Farmers would willingly curtail 
their production if they had 
more confidence that a farm pro 
gram was properly designed and 
fairly administered in Washing- 
ton 

rhe present voluntary farm 
program has not achieved the 
results needed. Under it, corn 
stocks have risen greatly, and 
grain prices have continued to 
drop.” 

The resolution concludes, “We 
therefore urge congress to enact 
a new farm bill for feed grains 
along the lines of the following 
general feed grain program. 

“We believe that no feed grain 
program will be effectual unless 
all farmers participate. We be- 
lieve further that this can only 
be accomplished through a man- 
datory program for every feed 


grain farn 


“And we believe that 
farmers will not only accept 
but actually promote such 
a program assuming that it 
it just and fair.” 

The resolution asks that the 
government set aside 700 mil 
lion bushels of feed grains as a 
permanent emergency reserve 
stock. It also asked that a ref- 
erendum be offered to feed 
grain producers before Dec. 15, 
1958. It would offer two alter- 
natives 

FIRST ALTERNATIVE. (re- 
quiring approval of two-thirds 
of those voting): Eliminate corn 
allotments and the commercial 
corn area. Substitute a feed 
grain base for every farm pro- 
ducing more than 10 acres of 
feed grains 

Soybeans and feed wheat are 
added to the usual feed grain 
list of corn, oats, barley, and 
grain sorghu 

A mandatory reduction in 
acres planted to keep feed grain 
supply and demand in balance 
No use could be made of the 
idled acres 

Payments for idled acres 
would be made from surplus 
stocks in 1959. The total “in 
kind” payments this one year 
should just about reduce gov- 
ernment feed grain stocks to the 
desired 700-million-bushel emer- 


gency reserve. 


No payments would be 
made on idled acres after 
1959, except for regular 
conservation reserve pay- 
ments.
